1. OMC 325 dated 25 November 1953 from the American 
Consulate General, Munich, to the Department of State has been 
reviewed by the undersigned who has determined that paragraph 3 
of the document should continue to be classified at the 
Confidential level. Continued classification is based on the 
facts that the phrase "controlled American source" has been 
compromised as meaning Central Intelligence Agency. It clearly 
identifies our interest in Soobzokov and would officially 
acknowledge the presence of a CIA installation in Germany. 

2. Please advise the Department of State of the above 
determination .
